The Scottish herring trade need 
not fear compotition trom their 
German rivais, ‘inat is the opin- 
jon of a Scottish cooper who want 
to Altonn, near Hamburg, to 11- 
struct Germans in tne Scottish 
methods ot curing herring, and 
has now returned home. 

“There are soveral reasons why 
Germnana have failed to transplant. 
thia Industry to thofir own coun- 
try," atated my inforntant, who, for 
private reasons, wishes to remain 
anonymous. : 

“In the first place, at Altona 
herring ave caugnt by trawl nets, 
which rub the:scales off the fish. 
Moreover, the German trawlers ro- 
main at sea until they have fished 
n aubstantial cargo, so that the 
herring are usually several days 
in foe before being gutted an 
packed in barrols. 

“This depreciates the quality of 
the German-cured herring in con- 
trast to the Scottish methods, 
whereby herring are taken’ in drift 
nets, carefully handled aboard the 
drifters and cured the same day an 
they are caught. 

“Another important , point in 
Scotland’s favour is that in Ger- 
many the overhead cost of curing 
fa greater owing to the fact that 
German women gutters, being, in- 
experfenced, \ work comparatively 
slowly and are paid by the hour, 
whereaa Scottish fisher girls, with 
generations of oxpericnce behind 
them can gut, sclect and pack the 
herring with speed and accuracy 
that ‘fy amazing. 

“The fet that each crew of 
three women {3 paid by the barrell 
puta a premium on this skill and 
renders their employment a far 
more economic proposition.

NOTES oF THe DAY 
DANGER SIGNALS - 


Mexico has suffered. moro than 
its sharo of {I usage at the hands 
of near and. remote neighbours, 
France and the United States are 
the illustrations which immediate. 
jy leap to mind. Therefore, 
Mexico should be in a_ position, 
firat, to understand quite fully the 
meaning of. the phrase “good 
noighbour,” and, secondly, ta re- 
turn in kind:what sho wished her 
nelghbours had done unto her, 
Thore are signs that Mexico hus 
forgotten her own experiences and 
is practicing, in reverse, what she 
condemned not long ago. It is 
true that Mexico has not invaded 
other nations and ‘that she is not 
interfering in the domestic affairs 
of other peoples, but her present 
activities have international signi- 
ficance, affect the lives and pro- 
perty of foreigners, and’ run coun- 
ter, not only'to law but to justice. 
At the moment Mexico is pursuing 
three policies which, though in- 
tended primarily to improve the 
conditions of the ‘maaacs in 
Mexico, are often realized at tho 
expense of foreigners ‘quite in- 
nocent of wrong-doing and which 
are clearly Inconaistent aml illo- 
gical. These policies are the con- 
fiscation of the property .of [or- 
eigners; the attempt to transform 
educationh) institutions into centres 
of Socinlist propaganda; and a 
programme of netionaliam and na- 
tionalisation.

BRITAIN, AMERICA 
AND JAPAN 


With so much taking place be., 


hind the scenes, [it is by no 
means casy to follow intelligently 
the course of the naval conversa. 
tions in London, = It is apparent, 
however, that Britnin and the 
United States are at one in their 
desire to prevent undesirable 
developments in the Pacific in 
the likely event of Japan de. 
nouncing the Washington Treaty. 
Come what may, they appear de- 
termined to stand by the basic 
principles of the existing treaties 
involving the Open Door and the 
territorial integrity of China. It 
was in order to preserve respect 
for these principles that the 
British naval delegation recently 
suggested the conclusion of a 
new--tréaty-aimed at. the preser- 
vation of peace in the Pacific, 
altogether independent ‘of any 


naval understanding that might | 


be reached. Japan, however, 
has shown herself not disposed 
to come into any such pact; in- 
deed, she resents any, reopening 


‘fof gencral Far Eastern issues at 


next yeur’s conference, if it 
ever meets. Meantime, there is 
an obvious effort being ‘made by 
Britain and the United States to 
work out some plan of. co-opera- 
tion having as its main object 
the maintenance of the status 
quo inthe Far East, with the 
specific object. of guaranteeing 
peace. ‘There was a. sugges- 
tion a few days ago that’s plan 
might conceivably be evolved 
whereby the United States would 
give Britain certain definite com- 
mitments in return for British 
co-operation in the Orient, but 
this has been met with a state- 
ment that America would be dis- 
inclined to enter into any “‘en- 
tanglements” in’ this part of.the 
‘globe. This, of course, is in 
accord with traditional American 
policy, but the time .may | well 
come when the United States will 
have to make a choice between 
some definite understanding 
with Britain and a possible de- 
generation of the Far Eastern 
situation jn the absence of some 
co-operative plan. Reports to 
hand yesterday indicated that 
possible developments include 
an effort by America to arrange 
a general conference between 
nations interested in Pacific’ pro- 
blems, closer co-operation’ be- 
tween the United States and the 
League of Nations for the pur-

The ‘Lengue’s, veterinary experts 
have worked out three Draft Con- 
ventions, dealing respectively with

Mr. MacGregor said it was a 
quarter of a century aince he firat 
came into contact, with the police 
in various places as magistrate, 
Solicitor General, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Judge, and now aa Chief 
Justice of Hongkong. In all theae 
capacities he could not but’ help 
being under the attention of the 
Police, He safd that the main 
object of his addressing the Com- 
Pany was to stress the civic aide 
of police work. It wan recognized 
in medical circles that preventive 
services were better than curativo 
services, The_same_ applicd__to 
police work; Prevention of crime 
wns much more desirable than 
punishment of the criminal. 

-Punishment Necessary : 

In this elementary world of 
ours, said Hin Honour, there ore 
still outlaws, a minority who do 
not and wii] not look upon things 
in the eame Ilght oa the majority. 
Punishment will always be necas- 
sary for auch people. : 

The London policeman, he said, 
was looked upon as the best friend 
of tho public, but whether this 
was the same In Hongkong, he wag 
not in a position to say yet. 
was the standard those , present 
must aim at. When that state 
was reached the battle was near- 
ly won. Judges did not think 
more of a police officer with a 
large number of convictions but 
one who could prevent crime and 
therefore have no convictions was 
very soon recognized by his 
superior officers. 

Although. {t was the duty “of 
every officer to mako arrests in 
tho administration of justice. 
He repeated that no police officer, 
wortg his aalt, worked especially 
for a large number of convictions. 
- His Honour said that whilat it 
was the duty of those present to 
uphold the administration of 
justice they should: always place 
citizenship firat. —, 

Concluding, Mr. ‘MacGregor 
sald he had been approached by 
the committee of fhe Chinese Com.

POLICE RESERVE 


’ CHIEF JUSTICE .ADDRESSES 
‘| CHINESE. COMPANY - 


. After an instructive address to 
mombers of the Chinese Company 
of tho Hongkong Pollce Reserve 
Jast evening, His Honour the Chief 
Justice, Mr. A. D. A. MacGregor 
presented a shield for the platoon 
winning the annual Efficiency 
Teat. His Honour was made an 
honorary member of the Company. 

Among those present wero tha 
Hon. Dr. S. 5V. Ts'o Messrs. C. 
Champkin, D.S.P. (R), Naan Shing- 
kwan, Tang Shiu-kin, Mok Kon- 
sang, Ng Wah,. Kwok Shiu-lau, 
Kwok Chan, Peter“ Sin, B. Cc. 
Randall, W. V.. Field, Feroz, All, 
‘Chief Inspector Clark, Sub-Inspec- 
tor Hopkins, and Tso Tsun-on 
(O, C. Chinese Co.) 


‘Dr. Ts’o introduced the Chief 
Justice and thanked him for com- 
Ing to‘address the Company. de- 
apite his ill-health. 


Mr. MacGregor snid It waa a 
quarter of a century since he first 
came into contact with tho police 
in various places as magistrate, 
Solicitor General, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Judge, and now_ as Chief 
Justice of Hongkong. In nil these 
capacities he could not but help 
being under tho attention. of the 
police. He anid that the main 
object of his addressing the Com- 
yany waa to atreas the civic side 
of police work. It was recognized 
in medical circles that preventive 
services were better than curative 
nervices. The samo applied to 
police work; Prevention of ‘crime 
wan much more desirable than 
punishment of the criminal. 


Punishment Necessary 


In this elementary world of 
ours, anid His Honour, there are 
still outlawa,-a minority who do 
not and will not look upon things 
in the same light as the majority. 
Punishment will always be neces- 
snry for auch people. 


The London policeman, he sald, 
was looked upon-as the pest friend 
of the public, but whether this 
was the same in Hongkong, he was 
not in.a position to"say yet. This 
was the standard those present 
must aim at.. When that state 
was reached the battle was near. 
ly won. Judges did_ not think 
more of a police officer with a 
large number of convictions but 
one who could prevent crime und 
therefore have no convictions was 
very soon recognized by his 
superior officers. 


Although it wns the duty of 
every officer to make arrests in 
the administration of jpatice. 
He repeated that no police officer, 
worth his salt, worked especially 
for a large number of convictions. 

His Honour said that whilst it 
was the duty of those present to 
uphold the administration of 
justice -they- should_always place 
citizenship first. . 


Concluding, Mr. ‘MacGregor 
anid he had been approached by 
the committee of the Chinese Com- 
pany and had been offered .honor- 
ary membership. He had much 


pleasure in accepting. Now that}. 


he is a fellow. police officer, he 
wanted to do something for the 
Company. He learned that an 
Efficiency Teat had been instituted
